It is a well 
known fact that physicians frequently pre­ 
scribe for convalescents underdone beef, and 
iu some cases tho raw material itself, for the 
reason that cooking destroys tho nutritive or 
life-giving principle of the m eat—that is, the 
blood. 
On the principle (which does not al­ 
ways hold good) that if a little is good a great 
deal must be better, the blood-drinking reme­ 
dy may yet prove one of the most efficacious 
agents in the cure of a certain class of mala­ 
dies. — Washington Evening Star.

ton, stated in a few cholee and pertinent 
words the object of their visit. 
Grant began 
bis reply in a manner which indicated a vol 
callo of repressed personal feeling, und after 
a dozen or two sentences of cold approbation 
of the convention aud it3 purposes, squarely 
asked the delegation how they supposed ho 
could do anything for '.hem or their state 
the face of their having allowed such infamous 
remarks to be made about him as comprised 
Gary’s harangue.

S e c re to ry R i c h a r d s o n 
u s a K n o w - 
n o t h i n g . 


Washington, March SI.—Secretary Rich­ 
ardson was before the Ways and Means in the 
Sanborn investigation to-day, but nothing of 
importance was elicited from him except tho 
expression of tho most positive opiuion that 
the law under which the Sauborn contracts 
were given should be absolutely and uncondi­ 
tionally repealed. 
He said he had never giv­ 
en any special consideration to the law itself 
or to the contracts which had been given out 
under it, but he believed that all laws of that 
character were impolitic. 
Ile had never been 
consulted by his predecessor (Boutwel!) in 
reference to the law or to contract*, but he 
was aware that Boutwell had alway* had the 
same aversion to the .law.as he himself had. 
He had never spoken with Sanborn about his 
contracts and had never been approached 
by any 
other {person 
in 
Sanborn’s 
be­ 
half. 
He knew absolutely nothing of the 
matter. 
Any papers or documents which lie 
bad signed ho had signed in the ordinary rou­ 
tine of business without giving them special 
attention. 
Ile had no recollection of his in­ 
terview with Simmons in Boston in w hich Sim­ 
mons said he had been instructed lo aid San­ 
born, bat be did not question tho correctness 
of Simmons’ statement in that connection.— 
Ile was examined at some length *y members 
of the committee, but could give little further 
enlightenment on tho Sanborn m atter. 
So 
little did he appear to know of the matter 
that Mr. Beck remarked In subsequent pro­ 
ceedings that be had not pressed the Secre­ 
tary further because he was ashamed of the 
ignorance which the Secretary manif*sted. 
Commissioner Douglass was next examined. 
Ho staled that he had never been consulted by­ 
th? .Secretary or Solicitor of the Treasury in 
regard to the law or contracts given under it 
and knew nothing of the latter, unless as they 
carne incidentally to his knowledge. 
Iii the 
course of proceedings he stated that delin­ 
quent income taxes and legacy and succession 
taxes and taxes on railroad dividends, »tc., 
which arc embraced in the Sanborn contracts, 
were all being collected through the regular 
offices of the Internal Revenue Bureau, where 
these contracts were made, and when instruc­ 
tions were Issued by Ballfield, Solicitor of the 
Treasury, to Bliss, United States District At­ 
torney at New York, and to Supervisors and 
Collectors of Internal Revenue, directing the 
latter not to receive payment in cases em­ 
braced within those contracts, those instruc­ 
tions hat! not been issued through him, uor 
had they ever been communicated to him un­ 
less as he learned about them casually.

written 
a 
letter 
lo 
the 
Secretary 
of the Treasury in regard to 
these instructions; that tho letter was referred 
by the Secretary to tho Solicitor of Hie Treas­ 
ury an I had ue*cr been answered by the lat­ 
ter. 
Tile Solicitor bad told him subsequently 
that the letter had got into some pigeon hole 
or beeu mislaid or been referred to some ru'»- 
ordinate, *0 that lie (the Solicitor; had uot at­ 
tended to it aud had not answered it, and 
that lie did not know haw to answer it. 
Doiigiu.-'s aho stated^hat according to his view 
of tho law no suits could be brought for the 
recovery of internal revenue taxes except by 
hi* authority. 
He did not consider that Hie 
.Solicitor of the Treasury hail any right to in­ 
struct Bliss to bring suits, as be had done in 
regard to m atters under the Sanborn contract. 
Douglass had never given such authority aud 
ha I no knowledge of suits having Wen com­ 
menced until this investigation had developed 
the fact.

ally of John 1). Coughlin, who had been an 
Assistant Assessor for the county of New 
York, but if that official had done his duty 
faithfully and kept such a book curred all in- 
f/.Tuition in regard to unpaid legacy and suc­ 
cession taxes was in his hand* aud in the 
hands of the Internal Revenuo Bureau, and 
there was no difficulty about it. 
lie did not 
believe in tho policy of the law under which 
the Sanborn contracts were given out. 
It 
gave a monopoly to three persons aud thus 
intensified th* tneauneas of tho informer and 
spy system. 
Ho had never been consulted 
about or asked to recommend the pal.-age of 
such a law, although he had beeu called upon 
by Sauborn and that Gen. Butler had recom­ 
mended him. 
Still, since having seen San­ 
born lately ho did not appear to be the same 
person whom hejiad iii hi* mind. 
Douglass 
was very frank and explicit in hi* statement 
and appeared to have made a very favorable 
impression on the committee.

In the location suggested it would serve to re­ 
mind tho whole people of the grand deeds of 
their ancestors. 
England places her grand 
monuments in Westminster Abbey, ami in the 
heart of London, nod the same i3 true of the 
other great capitals of Europe. 
They are 
placed where the poor people eau see them, 
and receivable lessons which they teach. IM 
us, he said, wait until the new Capitol is fin­ 
ished, aud then let US Spend hall a million, if 
necessary, in electing a monument which 
would be worthy of the great state of New 
York. 
Mr. BATCHELLER defended tho appropria­ 
tion, which, he said, did not belong to him. 
But it, nevertheless, had commended itself to 
his judgment, and to the judgm ent of every 
one who had a spark of patriotism iii his soul. 
We might as well put the Holy Sepulchre on 
wheels and cart it around tho country as to 
put thin monument iii Albany. 
It would de­ 
stroy every holy association connected with 
it. 
The place, in till* case, is historical, aud 
it is there that tho spire should point to 
Heaven. 
The whole slate participates in the 
results of that battlefield, and Hie whole state 
should contribute its share to perpetuate its 
memory. 
The appropriation has been hedged 
about with conditions, and th* $50,000 is not 
to bo paid until it is rendered certain that 
$150,000 has beeu raised elsewhere. 
It is 
important that this work should be com­ 
pleted. 
Mr. BATCHELLER continuod at length iii 
defence of the appropriation, urging that it 
was due to patriotism and lo the memories of 
a glorious past that it should bo made. 
Mr. WACHNER thought if this appropria­ 
tion was made lo a private company it would 
involve the building by the state of a monu­ 
ment upon every field where important trans­ 
action* took place during the Revolution.

Perhaps Ilis Holiness remembered 
the other great council held in Rome a whil 
ago and fainted because of a certain resem­ 
blance between the two, which suggested a 
hope that the «umber of his owu adherents 
would soon be multiplied by tho churches of 
American Congregationalism. 
IF.this bypoth 
esis looks absurd we ara ready with another 
Possibly he fainted because lie never heard in 
his life before, of such a ¡¡tremendous fu»s be­ 
ing made over so incomprehensible an of­ 
fence. 
Maybe he fainted because ho was glad 
no damage was done to his friend Mr. Beech­ 
er, whose heart is big enough to admit the 
virtue of Marioiatry as genuine worship—as 
indeod it is. 
By a bare chance he may have 
fainted because he didn't fool well. 
Tho 
Archbishop of Canterbury 
lias also been 
thrown into the highest state of excitement 
on the reception of the news at Lambeth pal 
ace. 
lie has issued a circular letter convok­ 
ing an extraordinary assembly of the bishops 
of the church to take into solemn considera­ 
tion the verdict of the Broaklyn Council. Th* 
results of the English convocation no man 
cau predict—the Established Church is already 
trembling in every joint, and Disraeli lias been 
notified. 
lie will probably organize a Parlia- 
mentaiy prayer meeting under the leadership 
of Thomas Carlyle. The most striking effect of 
all was produced at Medinet el Fayoum,Egypt. 
A caravan of pilgrims was on its way from 
Soudan and Morocco to the tomb of Moham­ 
med at Mecca. 
The news of the Brooklyn 
verdict was received at Medinet in cipher and 
indiscreetly communicated to a camel driver, 
who made it known to the host around him. 
Immediately there followed a scene of such 
wild excitement as had never been witnessed 
in Egypt since Pharaoh pursued the children 
of Israel into the Rod Sea. 
The caravan dis­ 
integrated and fled in all direction* toward* 
home; camels tossed their burdens from their 
graceful backs, and with shrill cries cavorted 
over the 3and, and pious Musselmen “ mut­ 
tered their oft-repeated prayers.” The great 
Bismarck, although very ill, commanded hi* 
attendants to keep him bed-po3ted on the very 
latest telegrams from Brooklyn. 
IVhen th* 
verdict was announced aud a copy translated 
into German, ho perused it eagerly and re­ 
marked that the precedent thus established 
was of the deepest importance to Germany in 
her present struggle against the Jesuits, and 
that nothing since the Council of Constance 
equalled the Brooklyn pow-wow in dignity 
aud authority. 
To the surprise of his friends, 
who crowded around him to obtain his views 
on the only topic discussed for days in Con­ 
stantinople, the Mufti refused to express an 
opinion on Dr. Storrs’ closing speech; but in 
all the mosques the throng to hear the result 
read is very great. 
Telegrams from Central 
Africa, Circassia, Polynesia and New Jersey 
will probably soon arrive, giving the feeling 
in tbo3e localities.

When 
the Taxpayers’ Convention 
of South Caro­ 
lina met to consider the deranged condition 
of aflaire injtheirstate.a lawless,unreconstruct­ 
ed ex-rebel by the name of Gary violently 
assailed the President, Congress and the Re 


publican partv in general, in terms more suit­ 
ed to a brawling pot-house debate than to the 
floor of a strictly'non-partisan business as­ 
semblage of well-meaning men. 
Gary’s wild 
and silly rbodomontade did not in the least 
represent the «entiment of the convention, 
which speedily put on record its disavowal of 
It by an overwhelming vote recommitting the 
report which had been-made a pretext for its 
delivery. 
After the lapse of a little time the 
delegation appointed by the convention to 
present their memorial to the President ar­ 
rived in Washington. 
They obtained an in­ 
terview with that high official, when tl.eir 
spokesman, the Hou. W. D. Porter ef Charles­ 
ton, stated in a few choice and pertinent 
words the object of their visit. 
Grant began 
his reply in a manner which indicated a vol­ 
cano'of repressed personal feeling, and after 
a dozen or two sentences of cold approbation 
of the convention aud it3 purposes, squarely 
asked the delegation how they supposed lie 
could do anything for them or their state in 
the face of their having allowed such infamous 
remarks to be made about him as comprised 
Gary’s harangue. 
It is needless to say the 
entlemen of the delegation were profoundly 
•urprised and pained by the words and atti­ 
tude of his excellency. 
They tried to relieve 
the wretchedness of the occasion by recalling 
to the Presidential mind an item or two in the 
catalogue of common-sense. 
It was gently 
suggested that the whole body should not be 
held responsible for the crazy utterances of a 
harum-scarum fellow like Gary, who had uot 
had influence enough with his hearers to enlist 
even a decent minority vote on his side; and 
much less should the entire state of South 
Carolina be prejudiced before the Chief Magis­ 
trate in respect of interests pressing and vital 
to it, because a screaming Jauabwhacker pub­ 
licly showed himself the ass which nature 
ma le him.

Twelve hundred men paraded 
through the streets carrying an American flag 
and headed by a brass baud. 
After marching 
through every street they 
halted before a 
large hall and riie leader determined to test 
the feeling of the men, 
Messrs. Dolan and 
Lee appealed to the shopmen to approve

them. 
When 
the 
vote 
was 
put 
the 
strikers, 
who 
packed 
tiie 
frozen 
streets, 
yelled 
back three deafening cheers of approval, and 
when the chairman submitted the question— 
“ Whether, if every man is not given work in 
the shops, is it the intention of any one to 
sneak in ?’’ the answer given was emphatic 
and boisterous. 
Notices are posted all about town advertis­ 
ing for shopmen. 
Every applicant must bo u 
man of family and produce references. 
The 
company want to select four hundred machin­ 
ists, but no active participant in the railroad 
war will be employed. 
Vice-President Clark 
to-day delivered a speech to about 200 strikers, 
in which he pleaded with them to bury the 
past and return to work to-morrow. 
IIo de­ 
clared that if sufficient numbers cannot be 
obtained tiie shops are to lie removed to 
Elmira. 
Same heavy machinery is being 
taken down to-day in order to remove it. 
The strike is doomed at Susquehanna, and 
the action of the Erie management is anath­ 
ematized by the inhabitants. 
The militia are 
guarding the railway property. 
A strong ef­ 
fort is being made to throw overboard How­ 
ard, Superintendent of Motive Power, as lie 
is charged with being the agent who bred the 
strike. 
The strikers denounced him at the 
meeting to-night. 


T H E SANBORN INVESTIGATION. 


Secretary 
Richardson 
a * a 
K n o w - 
n o th in g . 
Washington, March 31.—Secretary Rich­ 
ardson was before the Ways and Means in the 
Sanborn investigation to-day, but nothing of 
importance was elicited from him except the 
expression of the most positive opiuion that 
the law under which the Sanborn contracts 
were given should he absolutely and uncondi­ 
tionally repealed. 
He said he had uever giv­ 
en any special consideration to the law itself 
or to the contracts which had been given out 
under it, but he believed that all laws of that 
character were impolitic. 
He had never been 
consulted by bis predecessor (Boutwell) in 
reference tó the law or to contracts, but lie 
was aware that Boutwell had always had ihe 
same aversion to the ,law.as be himself had. 
He had never spoken with Sanborn about his 
contracts and had never been approached 
by any 
other [person 
in 
Sanborn’s 
be­ 
half. 
He knew absolutely nothing of the 
matter. 
Any papers or documents which lie 
had signed lie had signed in the ordinary rou­ 
tine of business without giving them special 
attention. 
He had no recollection of hi* in­ 
terview with Simmons in Boston in w hich Sim­ 
mons said he had been instructed to aid San­ 
born, but he did not question the correctness 
of Simmons’ statement in that connection.— 
He was examined at some leugth by members 
of the committee, but could give little further 
enlightenment on the Sanborn matter. 
So 
little did he appear to know of the mutter 
that Mr. Beck remaiked in subsequent pro­ 
ceedings that he had not pressed the Secre­ 
tary further because ho was ashamed of the 
ignorance which the Secretary manifested. 
Commissioner Douglass was next examined, 
lie staled that he had never been consulted by 
the Secretary or Solicitor of the Treasury in 
regard to the law or contracts given under it 
and knew nothing of the latter, unless as they 
car/.e incidentally to liis knowledge. 
In the 
course of proceedings he stated that delin­ 
quen! income taxe3 and legacy and succession 
taxes and taxe3 on railroad dividends, etc., 
which arc embraced in the Sanborn contracts, 
were all being collected through the regular 
offices of the Internal Revenue Bureau, where 
these contracts were made, and when instruc­ 
tions were Issued by Bunfield, Solicitor of the 
Treasury, to Bliss, United States District At­ 
torney at New York, and to Supervisors and 
Collectors of Internal Revenue, directing the 
latter not to receive payment in cases em­ 
braced within those contracts, those instruc­ 
tions bad not been issued through him, nor 
had they ever been communicated to him un­ 
less as lie learned about them casually. 
He had 
then 
(on 
the 
1st 
of Octo­ 
ber, 
1873,) 
written 
a 
letter 
to 
the 
Secretary 
of the Treasury in regard to 
those instructions; that the letter was referred 
by the Secretary to the Solicitor of the Treas­ 
ury and had ue'-er been answered by tiie lat­ 
ter. 
The Solicitor had told him subsequently 
that tiie letter had got into some pigeon .hole 
or been mislaid or been referred to some sub­ 
ordinate, so that ho (the Solicitor; had uot at­ 
tended to it and had not answered it, and 
that lie did not know how to answer it. 
Douglass also statedjthat according to his view 
of the law no suits could be brought for the 
reaovery of internal revenue taxe3 except by 
his authority. 
lie did not consider that the 
Solicitor of the Treasury hud any right to in­ 
struct Bliss to bring suits, as he had done in 
regard to matters under the Sanborn contract. 
Douglass had never given such authority and 
had no knowledge of suits having been com 
menead until this investigation had developed 
the fact. 
He was very positive in the 
belief that there was no difficulty in hav­ 
ing 
all these derelict 
taxc3 
collected 
in the regular course of business, and as to 
ascertaining unpaid legacy and succession 
taxes he exhibited to the committee a book in 
which Assessors were required to keep records 
of all estates of deceased persons that were 
liable to taxations. 
He knew nothing person­ 
ally of John D. Coughlin, who had been an 
Assistant Assessor for the county of New 
York, but if that official had done liis duty 
faithfully and kept such a book correct nil in 
formation in regard to unpaid legacy and sue 
cession taxes was in his hands and in the 
bands of tiie Internal Revenue Bureau, and 
there was no difficulty about it. 
He did not 
believe in the policy of the law under which 
the Sanborn contracts were giveu out. 
It 
gave a monopoly to three persons and thus 
intensified the meanness of tho informer and 
spy system, 
lie had never been consulted 
about or asked to recommend the paisaje of 
such a law, although lie had been called upon 
by Sanborn and that Gen. Butler had recom 
mended him. 
Still, since haviug sceu San 
born lately he did uot appear to be the same 
person whom he.had in liis mind. 
Douglass 
was very frank and explicit in Lis statement 
and appeared to have made a very favorable 
impression on the committee.

Several other claims of messengers and 
doorkeepers wera also inserted in the bill. 
Mr. BRAMAN moved to add $100 as com­ 
pensation to John W. Kiernan, Index Clerk of 
the House, for extra services. 
Agreed to. 


THE SARATOGA MONUMENT. 


Mr. W. MILLER moved to strike oultheap- 
propriation of $50,000 to tho Saratoga Monu­ 
ment Association. 
lie questioned the propri­ 
ety of investing any such amount of money in 
the Saratoga battle field. 
If the monument 
was to be built, it should be located in one of 
the great cities, where the people could see it. 
lie would be in favor of locating such a mon­ 
ument upon the site of the old State Capitol, 
which is soon to be demolished, and upon it 
could be inscribed something which would 
perpetuate the memory of all the great deeds 
of our forefathers m the revolution. 
At Sara­ 
toga the monument would ouly be seen by the 
rich people who visit that locality, and would 
only benefit the hackmen and hotel keepers.— 
In the location suggested it would serve to re­ 
mind tho whole people of the grand deed3 of 
their ancestors. 
England places her grand 
monuments in Westminster Abbey, and in the 
heart of London, and the same ¡3* true of the 
other great capitals of Europe. 
They are 
placed where the poor peopie can see them, 
and recelye#tho lessons which they teach. Lat 
us, he said, wait until the new Capitol is fin­ 
ished, and then let us spend half a million, if 
neces*ary, in erecting a monument which 
would be worthy of the great state of New 
York. 
Mr. BATCHELLER defended the appropria­ 
tion, which, he said, did not belong to him. 
But it, nevertheless, had commended itself to 
liis judgment, and to the judgment of every 
one who had a spark of patriotism in his soul. 
We might as well put the Holy Sepulchre on 
wheels and cart it around the country as to 
put this monument in Albany. 
It would de­ 
stroy every holy association connected with 
it. 
The place, in this case, is histórica I, and 
it is there that the spire should point to 
Heaven. 
The whole state participates in the 
results of that battlefield, and the whole stale 
6liould contribute its share to perpetuate its 
memory. 
The appropriation has been hedged 
about with conditions, and th* $50,000 is not 
to bo paid until it is rendered certaiu that 
$150,000 lias been raised elsewhere. 
It is 
importaut that this work should be com­ 
pleted. 
Mr. BATCHELLER continued at length in 
defence of the appropriation, urging that it 
was due to patriotism and to the memories of 
a glorious past that it should be made. 
Mr. WAEHNER thought if this appropria­ 
tion was made to a private company it would 
involve the building by the state of a monu­ 
ment upon every Held where important trans­ 
actions took place during the Revolution. 
Mr. HOUGHTON—Was the gentleman’s 
grandfather a Hessian ? 
(Laughter.) 
Mr. WAEHNER—The gentleman gives mo 
credit for having an ancestry—that is more 
than I can say for him. 
ü Mr. HOUGHTON—My grandfather, sir, was 
wounded at the battle of Bunker Hill. 
Mr. WAEHNER—Perhaps tho gentleman's 


grandfather wore a red coat on that occasion. 
(Great laughter.) 
Mr. Wa EHNER proceeded to argue that it 
was not the locality, hut the event that was to 
be commemorated. 
It had been the policy of 
all great nations to place monuments where 
the masses coultl see them. 
He thought the 
state was not now in a condition to go into 
the monumental business. 
Mr. FARRAR wanted the Saratoga monu­ 
ment erected right on tha spot where the 
British lion not down on liis knees before the 
American Eagle 1 
Mr. C. S. SPENCER was in favor of this 
monument. 
In the course of liis remarks he 
related an incident iu connection with the 
erection 
of 
the equestrian monument to 
Washington in New York city. 
When the 
subscription book was taken around, it was 
presented to a ceitain Judge R. 
The Judge 
said he could not subscribe, for George Wash­ 
ington was in his heart. 
Col. Lee, who had 
the subscription, responded. 
“ Do I under­ 
stand you to say that George Washington is 
in your heart?” 
The response was in the 
affirmative. 
“ Then,” said Col. Lee, “ all I 
have to say is that Georgo Washington is in a 
d—d tight place.” 
(Great laughter.) 
Mr. WAGSTAFF made some humorous al­ 
lusions to the speeches which had been mode 
on the subject. 
After further discussion the question was 
taken on the motion cf Mr. W. MILLER, aud 
it wa3 lost. 
Mr. VEDDER moved to amend so as to di­ 
rect the Capitol Commissioners to take down 
Congress Ilall during the coming summer. 
Mr. WEED’S niotiou to remove the back 
portion of Congress Hall was then stated. 
Mr. WEED’S amendment was lost. 
The amendment directing the Commission­ 
ers of the Land Office to tear down the whole 
buildiutr, (luring the coming summer, was 
adopted. 
Progress was then reported. 
In the House Mr. BATIIELLER moved that 
tho bill be ordered to a third reading. 
Mr. C. P. SPENCER renewed his motion to 
insert in the supply bill the item of $90,000 to 
Dr. Swinburne, which was lost in Committee 
of the Whole, pending which the House took a 
recess to 7 :30 p. m

took up the supply bill.

The question was then taken on Spencer’s 
motion and it was carried—55 to 38. 
Mr. C. S. SPENCER then moved to insert 
S500 
to 
S. P. Allén, Assistant Clerk.— 
Carried. 
Mr. W. MILLER then moved to itrike out 
$300,000 to the Elmira Reformatory. 
Lost— 
50 to 78. 
He also moved to strike out $50,000 towards 
the Saratoga monument. 
Lost—33 to 72. 
The bill was then ordered to a third read­ 
ing. 
Mr. 
ALBERGER, from the Canal Com­ 
mittee, reported a bill authorizing a mill tax 
for new work on canals.

We have received a copy of the Illustrated 
edition of tho Sau Francisco Journal of Com­ 
merce, which contains the portraits of thirty- 
six of the prominent business men of that 
city. 
Ainoug the number is that of Wallace 
Everson, formerly of Rotidout, whom many of 
our citizens well remember. 
The paper also 
gives a picture of the National Block, a mag­ 
nificent iron structure, in which Mr. Everson 
has hi3 office, together with the following 
brief sketch of that gentlem an: 
Wallace Everson, General Agent or the New 
England Mutual Life Insurauce Company, was 
born iu 1838, in New York city, and arrived 
in California in 1862, when only twenty-four 
years of age. 
For several years after coming 
here he acted as clerk, both here and in Ari­ 
zona, finally becoming connected with the in­ 
surance business as clerk and solicitor. 
In 
1867 he received the agency of the New Eng- 
land Mutual, which succeeded so well under 
his management that it now does about the 
largest life buslhess on the coa3t. 
The com- 
pauy were fortunate in securing the services 
of such an able business man as Mr. Everson 
has proved himself to be. 
We also find a picture of Peter Donahue, 
one of the wealthiest and most enterprising of 
San Franciscans, oí whom the Journal of 
Commerce says, “ He was one of tho men 
who raised San Francisco from a village to be 
one of tho greatest cities in the world.”

Donahue formerly had relatives living here and 
has, we believe, visited Rondout.
